In carrying on their investlzations 
with clorer anthracnose, the authors oft 
a Tennessee bulletin found that tn 
some badly infected ficids there were 
here and: there individual plants that 
poweeserd x high degtce of resistance, 
With thix fart In mind, a series of 6x- 
periments were planned to flevelop a 
resistant strain of clover, and a pre.
